GARSWOOD SAINTS W.F.C. 
HISTORY 


The Club was formed In 1976 as ST HELENS W,F,C, After 5 v 
successful seasons In the Merseyside League, winning the Champlonshln 
cups numerous times, they moved to the Northwest Women’s League but not 
before having their finest season evar, winning the treble In 1980 - when the 
won the Merseyside League Championship, League Cup, and The Women’s 
F. A. Cup. 

The following season 1980/81 after Joining the Northwest Women’s 
League, the team went to Holland for the European Club Cup tournament 
where they finished runners-up. 

Since then they have been to 3 further WFA Cup finals, In 1981,1983 
and 1987, but were beaten, twice by Doncaster Belles and once bv 
Southampton. ^ 

One of our most memorable occasions has to be when we played In 
front of a capacity crowd of 100,000 at WEMBLEY before the 1984 Charity 
Shield between Liverpool and Everton. ^ 

After a couple of quiet seasons by their standards - Chris Slater began^ 
to rebuild her team with some young blood. In 1990 the new look side had a 
good run In the WFA Cup, which was televised on Channel 4, but they were 
beaten in the Semi Finals by Doncaster Belles, who else! 

In season 1991/92, they finished runners-up In both the Northwest 
League and League Cup to Leasowe Pacific, narrowly missing automatic 
promotion to The Women’s National League Northern Division, but eventually 
getting their via the play-offs. 

After 2 mediocre seasons In the National League, things picked up for 
season 94/9S - the move to a new ground at GARSWOOD UNITED, brought 
instant success with the winning of Ihe Reebok Cup In August 94, followed by 
the winning of the first Lancashire Cup In May 1995. They also narrowly 
missed promotion to the Premier Division by one point. 

Season 95/96 saw a slight change of name to GARSWOOD/ST HELENS 
WFC, which brought the successful defence of the Reebok Cup In August, 
followed by 3rd position the Women’s National League Northern Division. 

The Club celebrated their 20th Anniversary In the summer of 1996 and 
made their final change name GARSWOOD SAINTS W.F.C. 1996/97 pre-season 
tournaments saw them win the Keele International beating Aston Villa In the 
Final and come Runners-up In the Reebok Cup, beaten narrowly by Liverpool 
In the Final. 

Season 97/98 saw them finish runners-up up In the League to Ilkeston.

News - Magnificent Gore 


Sylvia Gore holds a special place in the history of women’s football in this country, and 
indeed the world. 

It vwas Gore who. back in 1972. scored the first ever goal in women's international 
football, a feat recognised with a prestigious UEFA award for her services to European 
football. At last Thursday's UEFA Football Gala in Monaco, Gore (and six others) vvas 
given a Magnificent 7 award for 'putting a (ifetime and endeavour and enthusiasm Into 
the game without the slightest ulterior motive". 


Labelled the "Denis Law of women's football". Gore, now 56, scored over 20 limes in 10 England appearances, 
including the opening goal in England's 3-2 vvin over Scotland, and managed a record 134 goals in one domestic 
season. After retiring from the game through injury. Gore coached the Welsh national team for seven years before 
becoming a voluntary football development officer in Liverpool and Preston. Gore is also part of The F.A. the 
pfoiect team charged with establishing a professional women's league in three years. Earlier in the year. Gore vwas 
avunrded the MBE.
